offer to lease its tentire works to 
the. city for- a period^ of * forty 
years at a lump'1 sum of annual 
rental "of less than' the • city and 
its citizens are at present paying 
for water, and at the «nd of the 
forty years the title of the entire 
plant is to become vested in the 
city of Oakland. News of some 
deal of this kind was he'arcl, on 
the street a day "or two ago, and 
Contra Costa stock is now ex- 
hibiting decidedly Dullish .ten- 
dencies. It is also claimed that 
this deal will include a fixed price 
for shares of, stock at a liberal 
advance over the -present^ mar- 
ket value to be made to, stock- 
holders. 


"The city of Oakland has de- 


veloped so Jmaterially during the 
last few years that, despite the 
rate suits .brought, about through 
the annual, disagreement of the 
City,- Council and officials of the 
company, the income of Contra 
Costa .has .materially increased. 
If Oakland'pays a flat rental 
of even less per year than 
the annual amount now paid, 
the ' city" will receive the bene- 
fit of .increased income through 
its own growth. 
The stock- 


holders, on" the other hand, will 
have no 'further worry on the 
municipal-ownership proposition 
or the chances of opposition ser- 
vice from the Sierra, but>will be 
assured of a certain "return for 
their investment. The city will 
own the ^entire plant after, the 
forty years have expired, and 
during that ^period 'will have paid 
merely an annual rental on the 
present basis of -wat«T "consumjn 
turn."

Air. Brain tchinoff, the correspondent of 
the St. Petersburg Slovo, in his cable to 
hU> paper today, dwelt on the reported 
role played by Emperor William.

East as long as possible so as to be free 


to force France to Jota Germany and 
break with England. For this purpose 
it is necessary to defeat President Roose- 
velt's object in' order that subsequently 
when Russia is exhausted Emperor Wil- 
liam may become the mediator between 
her and Japan, thus to isolate England 
bv menacing .France with a rupture of 
her alliance with Russia. All of which 
will conduce to the German hegemony 
of continental Europe. And'to accom- 
plish tola it is necessary to persuade Em- 
peror Nicholas that he must not bow be- 
fore the failures that have come, that 
all great nations have had to suffer 
?uch. and It is his duty to give the 
armies of Linevitch" a chance to turn 
the1 situation. 
All the forces working 
for peace should concentrate their ef- 
forts to demonstrate to Emperor Nich- 
olas that the prolongation of the war 
rd.nnot possibly change the ultimae con- 
ditions of peace, and that it is tiine to 
cease -working for the interests of the 
King of Prussia."

This, however, is not the first 
time such a report has been sent on to 
Washington from the ship. The. boilers 
were reported-as unsafe on two previous 
occasions, and it is said on good authority 
that on the last three trips which the 
transport has made some. of the officers 
have gone out on her 
under protest. 


When the Solace was here last fall the 
retubing of her 
boilers 
was ordered 


Owing to delay in the .arrival of. the 
tubes, which were purchased in the East, 
only two-thirds of the work was done 
•when the orders were issued for the. ship 
to leave for the Far East. At that time 
is was thought that in view of the re- 
ports made to the department on the 
boilers' condition her stay here would 
be prolonged. 
She was ordered to sail 


in December, however, and she carried 
with her the tubes which had not been 
installed here, the idea being that if any. 
grave leaks were discovered -on tha trip 
the engine room crew could probably 
succeed in installing the tubes. 


During the last stay of the Solace at 
Hare Island this job on the boii&rs was 
completed, the tubes having been brought 
back as they were taken out. Orders re- 
garding the disposal of the transport are 
now being eagerly awaited at the navy 
yard, as it is thought that in view of 
the recent disaster on the Bennington 
the department will heed 
the report 
ciade on the conditktn of the Solace's 
boilers and that she will be ordered out 
of commission. She has now been in 
steady service as a transport between 
this port and the Asiatic station for the 
past seven years, and has probably rend- 
ered better service than any other simi- 
lar ship in the 
service. 
During that 
time the amount of money expended on 
her for repairs has 
been remarkably 
small.

Twelve hundred accredited delegates havfi,visited Portland os- 


tensibly for the purpose of attending the Irrigation Congress. The 
business of the Congress is conducted in "sections," and the dis- 
patches 'declare that not over fifty delegates were in attendance at 
any one time upon the proceedings of these sections. Speakers had 
been brought from all over the country. The Government had con- 
tributed its full quota of experts connected with the various de- 
partments. 


All of the sections were treated with like indifference. 


fifty delegates attended their meetings, and 1150 visited the "trail' 
at the Fair. 


About 


Delegates to this Congress are appointed by the Governors of 


the States. Their selection has reference largely to the question as 
to whether they can attend, and is made without reference to the 
question as to their qualifications for participation in the business 
of the Congress 
Notwithstanding this there are a few veterans 


who maintained their relation with these Congresses from their in- 
ception, and these few are responsible for all the action or non- 
action of the conclave. 


Three days is the allotted time for holding these Congresses, 


and in that period a vast range of questions of public interest is 
passed upon 
These Congresses have no committee to whom sub- 


jects may be submitted for examination and report. They have no- 
time for examination and reports 
Aside from the small handful of 


veterans they are simply an alluvial deposit which breaks away with 
the slightest change of current. 


The delegates, however, had an outing at reduced rates at the 


Fair. The railroads encourage this sort of thing because, even at 
reduced rates the traffic is highly profitable. Including theii rail- 
road, Pullman and dining car fares the twelve hundred delegates to 
the National Irrigation Congress paid the railroads $250,000 


It is inconceivable th'at the expressions of such bodies should 


be regarded as worthy to be called public expressions. That the 
opinions expressed in this Congress are nothing mare than individ- 
ual opinions goes without saying. They possess no value what- 
ever in solving legislative problems which must ultimately go be- 
fore the Congress of United States. Being composed of raw ma- 
terial they are mere- putty balls in the hands of tfee manipulators, 
and take on any shape which the craft of their owners may direct. 
Their programs are usually outlined by the controlling coterie, and 
in many instances the manipulators of these Congresses are under 
salary to corporations for the service they will render in giving di- 
rection to the authorized expression of these moot assemblies 


Take away from these bodies ten men—and there would be no 


difficulty in the selections—the delegates remaining would adjourn 
for want of business—the remaining conclave would fade into an 
obscurity as unknowable as the disappearance of the "lost tribes 
of Israel."

Govern ment Control of Everything. 


The journals that are so vociferously demanding Federal su- 


pervision of the insurance business1 do not seem to understand that 
they are proposing te break down the last vestige of local self- 
government so far as the States are concerned, If the government 
shall supervise the insurance business because the companies do 
business in many States, why should it not supervise every other 
line of business that centers in one State and radiates into others? 


When the Government shall, have taken charge of the rail- 


roads, the meat packing business, the insurance companies, the ex- 
press business, why should it stop at anything else? Because we 
have an honest, forceful, executive, people are going mad to have 
the Federal government supervise, regulate and control every 
commercial and industrial agency, from rag-picking to running 
railroads. It is a scheme to create the most gigantic and powerful 
bureaucracy ever seen in any country, Russia not excepted. 
It 


contemplates that all the private1 business of the nation will be at 
the mercy of bureaux and commissions holding by appointment and 
not at all answerable to Congress or the Legislatures of the sev- 
eral States. 


President Roosevelt is all right, but suppose we should have 


one of another kind—a weak, pliant man, partial to favorites and 
controlled by political machines or sympathy for capitalistic organ- 
izations? We should have regulation and supervision of a kind that 
will multiply abuses instead of correcting' them; will become 
instrumentalities of graft, oppression and blackmail. 


We have before us an example of how the crop reports of the 


Agricultural Department were manipulated to cinch the public. 
The farmers had their own guns turned on them. Overwhelming 
evidence is before the people showing how the public domain has 
been divided up among thieves, through bureaucratic collusion in 
the Land Office. The Schley- Sampson controversy revealed how 
the Bureau of Navigation has its grip on the Navy and was able 
to thwart the will of the people and balk the intentions of Congress 


Why, the great insurance companies are themselves behind this 


scheme to take the control of the insurance business away from the 
States and vest it in the National Government. The bill before th« 
last Congress was introduced by Senator Dryden, of New Jersey 
president of one o/ the largest life insurance companies in America 
It was drawn by James M. Beck, who resigned from the govern- 
ment service to become an attorney for vast corporate interests 
The measure is backed by insurance men who frankly say they 
desire to be refteved of State control.

The new students entering the State University m the fresh- 


men class this year number 529, or a falling off of 70 as comparer 
with a year ago. Possibly 450 of the students so enrolled are grad- 
uates of the several high schools of the State, and it is likely further 
that half as many more high school graduates will enter Stanford 
This means that, as the result of the public school system of Cali- 
fornia, some 700- young men and women were prepared to do col 


t work out of the thousands who were enrolled in said schools 


Isn't this rather a pitiful showing? As a matter of fact, the great 
mass of public school pupils have no intention of ever entering a 
university. Yet all the work laid out for them is formed for the 
express purpose of preparing them for college. To the practical 
man it would seem that our schol system begins with the wrong 
idea, and at the wrong end. The primary and elementary schools 
should be the main factors in the education of the child without 
tegard to the university, whereas the work of such schools is pur- 
s.ued along lines that have the college course always in view. 


This would not be so bad if a large percentage of students were 


able to, or cared to take the higher course, but when, out of the 
thousands and tens of thousands who are enrolled in the lesser 
schools annually, only some 700 find their way into the universi- 
ties it would appear that the time has come to arrange the 'ower 
grade work without Reference to the college courses. 
The uni- 


versities are indespensible, but they should not be permitted to dic- 
tate to the public schools to the detriment of the thousands of pupils 
who expect to complete their education therein.—Bakersfield Cali- 
fornian.

SOME INTERESTING SIGHTS IN OLD QUEBE 


By H E N R Y K I R K

QUEBEC, August 26.—There are no suburbs in this part 


of the country, you are either in urbis or out of it. Almost im- 
mediately upon leaving Montreal for QuebecVe found ourselves 
in the.real country, flat and level as a board, and full of the most 
interesting rural things, long narrow farms, quaint old houses 
and villages, thatched barns, curious windows. ^ 


It is rather a bit of Picarcly than of North America, but 


vvhen you come to think about it there is no reason why it should 
be thought of as anything but Canada, French Canada, the prov- 
'ince of Quebec, every foot of it with a history of its own. Pic- 
ardy certainly is no more interesting, and no other part of the 
continent is more jammed with happenings, war, valor, romance 
and the rest. It has all been gone over -by the people who fill 
Dumas, by priests as saintly as any'in the calendar, men, women 
and children, Indians, French and English, a long train that 
certainly made the wheels go round. These French-Canadian 
farms are mostly in narrow strips, some of them scarcely half 
a mile in length. 'Few'..of them have any'houses, most of the 
habitants'living in the villages, an ancient custom for protection 
from the Indians. These villages are delightfully picturesque, 
one of them at which the train stopped quite a while, I noted 
specially.

It was called Ste. Anne de la Perade and consisted of a 


single street, closely built hoxises of grey stone on each side. 
In 


the center was the church, a large building with a very tall spire. 
The church is the dominating feature in all of these French- 
Canadian villages. It is invariably large and massively built, 
with great spires that are seen for miles over the low country. 
Along the street in Ste. Anne were rows of willows, a pretty ef- 
'fect against the grey stone walls. A habitant's cart stood in the 
shade of one of these trees, the only life about the place. Di- 
rectly behind the line of houses opposite the church ran a tiny 
•river with more willows upon the banks. It completed one of 
the most charming pictures I have ever, seen.

We reached Quebec in the dark. The last village, the last 


spire, the last thatched barn and quaint windmill had faded into 
the mystery that always comes traveling in a strange land in the 
night. For an hour or so there was nothing but darkness and a~ 
few faint stars, then a lighted window and a few more, then a 
whole row of them, and we were at last in the.depot at the end of 
our journey. A queer looking omnibus pulled us up a winding 
street paved with cobbles, past old housjes-wiih slanting roofs, up

of the Si Charles sketches' away".laid out with-farms and Til- 
lages, each with its ,iaU church'spire.. In the far distance are 
the Laurentian Mountains. There is a glory and a sweep in it 
all as "beautiful as in, the sight from Mount Royal'in Montreal,. 
Directly beneath the Terrace is Old Quebec, hanging to the cliff 
side; old houses, streets .and staircases, at the most, unheard of 
angles, tiuhbling clear down to,the water's edge. -It was-in Ms 
attempt to scale this cliff that Montgomery was fatally wound- 
ed. The exact spot is marked with an inscription.' This tablet, 
monument idea is well worked-in Canada, in Montreal and here 
in Quebec. It is not an ungrateful nor an unremembering peo- 
ple. 
In the little park at the end of the Terrace, ' called • the 


"Governor's Garden," is an obelisk erected to Monteahn and 
Wolfe, upon which is this very heroic inscription, "Valor gave 
them a common death, history a common fame, and posterity .a 
common monument." t Above the Terrace is the citadel and just 
a bit below is the Basilica and Laval University, The Basilica 
is the foremost Catholic Church in Canada, and occupies the 
&ite of Champlain's "Cltapelle de'la Reeoumance," built in 1633. 
It has a lofty interior with huge stone arches forming the nave. 
High Mass is celebrated here with the most" striking and elabor- 
ate ceremony—nothing like it in the United States anywhere. 
I was very much impressed with it last Sunday. The service 
began with a very long procession of vergers, acolytes, incense 
and candle bearers, collegians, seminarians, priests and cele- 
brants, and finally the Archbishop, his great purple train car- 
ried by ten little boys, and all the while the most bewilderingly 
beautiful music from the great organ and the great choir. The 
seminarians and the priests filed into their places, the acolytes 
and the three, celebrants stood at the foot of the altar, the Arch- 
bishop mounted his throne, Ms ten little train bearers beside him, 
the music broke out anew, the incense rose Mgh up above it all 
and the Mass triumphantly began. The sermon'was preached 
by a young priest, his first appearance in the pulpit. He was 
terribly in earnest, the type of man who can only turn out saint 
or devil. The seminarians and the priests in the- stalls were 
greatly interested and their faces made a splendid study, pride, 
curiosity, wonderment, pleasure, envy too, perhaps. -The Arch- 
bishop was very keen himself, and it was the only time he took 
his eyes off his prayer book from the tone he got into his throne 
to the time he got out of it. The last Archbishop of Quebec was 
the famous Cardinal Tascnerean. Upon Ms elevation to the 
Cardinalate the people of the city presented him, very much 
against his wishes,-,with a stall 'coach, or gqrgeous,affair of crim- 
son and crystal. I saw'it in the" Archbishop's carriage house 
and was allowed to sit on the flaming cushions. But I couldn't 
tell much how it would, feel to be a Cardinal.

Great Interest is Being 
Taken in the Britt- 


Nelson Fight. 


SAN FKANCJSCO, August 26.-It is utterly impossible 


to explain the interest, amounting almost to a furore, now taken 
by San Franciscans in the coming prize-fight between Jimmy 
Britt and "Batting" Nelson. Nothing tike it has been known 
except a heavyweight contest for the championship of the world. 
Already it is impossible to secure another private car on the elec- 
tric roads running to the ringside at Oolma, so general hafl been 
the demand for such an accommodation. 


The fashionable clubs have secured their sections of seata 


in advance and the members of those clubs are fixing up their 
business and social engagements so they can attend the scrap, 
Of course the tenderloin is ablaze with talk. One saloon firm 
has secured something like $5,000 worth of seats to be sold to its 
patrons—not at all as a money-making venture, for the seats are 
to be sold at cost to the men who are known as patrons of the 
place, but just as a sort of advertisement. The betting has al- 
ready begun, and all sorts of wagers are being offered as to the 
length of the contest and its final result. Everything about the 
two fighters is eagerly read, and contests tike that of Ryan and 
Gardner, that ordinarily would attract a great deal of attention, 
are permitted to go almost unnoticed.

It is hard to say just what has started this unusual exhibi- 


tion of feeling over a match. To be sure, the last contest be- 
tween Britt and Nelson was so close that a great many people 
were of the opinion that on a second combat Nelson might prove 
to be the winner. This feeling as to uncertainty as to the re- 
sult must, of course, be taken as the basis for the interest ex- 
hibited in the contest. The argument is offered that Nelson, 
with his wonderful recuperative powers, will outlast Britt, and 
in forty-five rounds will be the winner. Against this is offered 
the fact that at the end of their twenty-round go Britt was the 
stronger and fresher man. 


But there is more than the mere prospect of a close contest 


to awaken interest. There is the idea that the fight will be on 
the level. With the exception of the affair with Gans, there 
never has been any question over any contest in which Britt has 
engaged. That there was something queer in the Gans scrap 
now seems to be accepted by the sporting fraternity. 
There are 


a few who think that the present fight has been arranged in ad- 
vance, as was the Gans affair. But this opinion does not gen- 
erally prevail, and the backers of Britt and Nelson certainly ex- 
pect to get a good run for their money. There is a probability 
that the $10,000 side bet is phony. But outside of this there is 
not much that is suspicious. Possibly the agreement that the 
winner shall take all of the $20,000 purse is debatable as to its 
honesty, but when all is said there is a possibility that the agree- 
ment and the side bet are both on the square. 


Apart from till this, the fact that the fight is to be in the 


open air and in the clay time has a great lure for the sporting 
public. • It seems to take them back to the days of bare fist fights 
and London prize-ring rules, with a ring pitched in the open 
fields and the blue sky overhead. That lends a touch of romance , 
to the thing and probably it is just this touch that is making the 
fight so exceptionally popular. Whatever the lure, the fact re- 
mains that the enormous arena is certain to be crowded, and that 
Coffroth and his associates are going to make a small fortune 
out of their venture.

Just now pur society for the Improvement and Adornment 


of San Francisco is very much worried over a criticism by a 
local architect of the plans for the new San Francisco prepared 
by Architect Burnham of Chicago. These plans are to be made 
public some time next month, I believe. But the architects 
have had wind of them in advance and in the last number of the 
"American Builders' Review" there is a scorching criticism of 
the proposed scheme of improvement and adornment. So seri- 
ously has the society taken the matter that William Greer Har- 
rison, who has taken President James D. Phelan's place while 
that gentleman is in Europe, is having Secretary Thomas Me- 
Caleb prepare a reply which is to be issued in a few days. 


The San Francisco architects do not tike Burnham. 
They 


were very jealous when he was brought from Chicago to build 
the Merchants' Exchange 
Since that structure turned out to 


be such an architectural eye-sore, the local architects have gone 
about with their lips curled in sneers. But now Burnham has 
shown plans for the remodeling of General M. H. de Young's 
'•Chronicle" building and the addition of a seventeen story an- 
nex on Keary street, and it is already evident that this is to be 
another eye-sore. So the architects are very free in saying that 
the only thing that Burnham ever has done in California that is 
fit to look at is the Mills Building, and that our local architects 
have achieved far greater Accesses than that, notably in the 
Fairmont Hotel, which already is recognized as one of the ar- 
chitectural glories of the world.

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The fact is, Burnham is not so much of an architect as a 


business mam He has the administrative faculty, and this has 
made him a millionaire while men of vastly superior artistic 
abilities were slaving for him as draftsmen and engineers 
Perched up in the bungalow on Twin Peaks, where Burnham is 
supposed to be toiling all the time, is an architect of great abil- 
ity with a corps of draftsmen. That architect and landscape 
artist has worked out the plan for the beautifying of San Fran- 
cisco. Burnham has had little or nothing to do with the matter 
just as he had tittle or nothing to do with the designing of that 
architectural monstrosity, the Merchants' Exchange. But it is 
Burnham and not that artist on the hilltop who has the ability 
to secure contracts for the beautifying of such cities as Wa«h- 
mgtan, Manila and San Francisco, and who is able to secure the 
fame growing out of the establishment of such an architectiu-il 
wonder as the Court of Honor at the Chicago World's F?ir 
However, it is certain that the general scheme proposed bv 
Burnham will be very bitterly attacked, and the recent article 
will be merely the preliminary skirmish.
